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Cable Modem Surge Protector 

OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack Cable Modem Surge Protector is the ideal tool for protecting your cable mo- 
dem against surges, such as electrostatic discharge and ground surge. 

INSTALLATION 



• Never install the surge protector in a lightning storm. 

• If your home does not have a three-conductor wire configuration (hot, neutral, and ground), 
then attaching your surge protector to an AC outlet will not provide proper ground protection. 
Attach the ground wire to the back of your computer. 

1 . Turn off your computer. Then turn off your cable modem’s power. 

2. Disconnect the data cable from your cable modem and connect it to the surge protector’s IN 
F connector. 

3. Connect the surge protector’s OUT F connector to your cable modem. 

4. Use a screwdriver to loosen the screw on a nearby grounded AC outlet wall cover and slide 
the end of the surge protector’s ground wire onto the screw then tighten the screw. 

Caution: Do not attach the ground wire to an AC outlet that does not have a grounding slot 
because the surge protector will not be properly grounded. 

5. Follow the instructions supplied with the modem for connection to your computer. 
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CARE 

Keep the surge protector dry; if it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the 
surge protector only In normal temperature 
environments. Handle the surge protector 
oarefully; do not drop It. Keep the surge pro- 
tector away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with 
a damp cloth ocoaslonally to keep It looking 
new. 

Modifying or tampering with the surge protec- 
tor's internal components can cause a mal- 
function and might invalidate its warranty. If 
your surge protector is not performing as it 
should, take It to your local RadioShack store 
for assistance. If the trouble Is affecting the 
telephone lines, the phone company can ask 
you to disconnect your surge protector until 
you have resolved the problem.
